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INTRODUCTION 

^ I '‘HE  American  Iris  Society,  which  was  formed  on 
•^January  29th,  1920,  has  done  much  to  interest 
flower  growers  all  over  the  country  to  cultivate  Irises, 
and  it  has  encouraged  the  breeding  of  new  and  more 
beautiful  sorts.  Test  gardens  have  been  started  in 
several  states  and  exhibitions  of  Irises  are  staged  at  the 
Horticultural  shows  in  many  cities. 

It  is  with  the  idea  of  helping  you  to  choose  the  best 
in  Irises  that  I am  sending  you  this  catalogue  of  plants 
grown  at  Sunnymede.  They  are  of  healthy  and 
vigorous  stock.  An  Iris  garden  can  be  a beautiful 
thing  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months  if 
planted  with  the  Dwarfs,  the  Intermediates,  the 
Standard  Bearded,  the  Siberian  and  the  Japanese. 
The  Dwarf  Irises  commence  to  bloom  early  in  May; 
then  follow  the  beautiful  Intermediates;  then  the  Tall 
Bearded  variety;  and  before  they  have  finished  bloom- 
ing, the  Siberian  flash  into  color;  and  in  July  come  the 
blooms  of  the  wonderful  Iris  Kampheri,  or  Japanese 
Iris,  as  they  are  best  known. 

An  Iris  garden  should  also  have  a few  hardy  perenials 
such  as  Phlox,  Delphiniums,  Clove  Pinks,  Sweet 
William,  Astilba  and  Day  Lilies  (all  of  which  I grow  in 
my  Iris  garden)  to  add  more  color  during  July,  August 
and  September. 

Irises  propagate  rapidly,  and  aside  from  bone  meal 
spaded  among  the  roots  three  or  four  times  a year,  they 
require  little  care.  They  are  very  showy,  especially 
the  Siberian  when  planted  in  masses.  The  Dwarf 
Irises  and  Siberian,  as  well  as  the  Water  Iris,  Pseudo- 
Acorus  are  becoming  very  popular  in  the  making  of 
wild  flower  gardens. 

The  best  time  to  plant  the  Bearded  Iris  is  July  and 
August,  although  they  can  be  planted  at  most  any 
time.  The  Siberian  should  be  planted  spring  or  fall. 
The  Japanese,  however,  do  best  planted  late  in  the 
fall.  Do  not  plant  them  in  the  same  bed  with  the 
others  if  you  wish  them  to  grow  well.  A few  can  be 
put  in  the  formal  Iris  garden  but  they  do  not  generally 
grow  as  vigorously  as  by  themselves.  Gladioli  do  well 
planted  with  Japanese  Irises  because  they  both  dearly 
love  moisture.
